ARC-5 Parts Trade. I have some odd ARC-5 parts that I'd like to trade for 
other odd ARC-5 parts. 


Under the cover of most of the ARC-5 receivers, two accessory items were 
stored. One was a spare dial for a remote tuning head with the correct 
frequency range on it and the other was a knurled spline knob for local 
tuning of the receiver (by a service tech or someone setting up the radio 
prior to flight). I need one of the knurled spline knobs. I have 3 of the 
remote tuning dials to trade. Two of the dials are for 190 - 550KC while the 
other one covers 3-6MC.
